lie was often carjed bj hii fellow citizens to 
the occapatcy i.f elevated p'aoes of public 
Unit; was frtf:nently the reprer.*nutive of his 
orrn'y or dietrict in one braneh or the other of 
ILeSiateLeklflatnre. Hi*invliniili>n to politics, 
whh bis zeal and t'.crerity in whatever he es- 
pcc«d or r.;:drrtook. gave him a rank of con- 
fldc'Dce and distinction in all the poIiticA con- 
tests Id which be took a part. He was intle- 
p< D'^ent and logical in his thinking, gave ad- 
hen Dce to no parly from mere bigoted tecac- 
itv, bat from the convictions of a m^nd clear, 
hnrert and liberal. He songbt the oplflons of 
others, hut be thought for himself. There was 
scarcely a Celd of iE>!uIr>- or avenue of infor- 
mation bhich be did net to some extent ex- 
plore — no doctrine* or teachings which be re- 
fused or be^iUU-d to canvass. He inquired tor 
evkSenccf of truth, and deduced his own opin- 
ions in candor to himself and others, feeling. a« 
be olten i xpr.i-ised, as deep a sense of re»pon i- 
lilitv for tU tliA^s upon any eu''ject, and m 
acawera'.le for bis manner of obtaining them, 
aa fi .r any other poe.»sion, or the mode of its 
arqnlsUlon. In all the Atlons and phases of 
his lile this cL:iraci'eriAic zeal and ingenuous- 
n<'ra was mariiesL At an early age be nnited 
bicjsel: to the Clirlstian Cborrb, of whidi he 
wae a lUe-loeg supporter and ornament.

When the rank fpiril of polUicA strife had 
culmlcafed in the iff:rt at difmembermcnl of 
onr Gi veiniC' nt. and when it wae worth a 
much ss a man's life in some localities to avow 
bis K-ctiment. .fudge Evan- took strong ground 
for tbe Union. He never faltered in bis devo- 
tion to tbe canM, bat still warmed with patri- 
otic ardor m he counted tbe constellated glorto 
of tbe old banner, and nurMd alive in his heart 
tbe cherished hope that its folds might floA in 
tbeir integrity above bis grave. Thronghont 
tbe terrible conflict be contributed bis lull quota 
wherever bU efforts were needed in bcbAf of tbe 
Ic^ral interests of tbe country. 

Tbe circuffiSUnces of bis early life denied him 
the advantages of a better education than was 
aiforded by a country academy; vA be had ac- 
quired, by unwearied diligence and application, 
an extraordinary range of information. BesidM 
Us prefessionA attainmentA which gave him 
an eminent rank A tbe bar, his historicai, sci- 
entiEc, and literary reading was extensive and 
vuied. Gifted with a poetical talent and a fe- 
licbons vein of humor, his writings often dis- 
played marks of a high ordvof genius. He 
was a fluent and forcible speaker, argnments- 
t've and didactic in style, free from rhetorical 
flonrUh or attempts A fla‘iby elocution. His 
{•opslA and forensic eff.rrts were Aways vigor- 
ona, dear, imi'rcasive. and to tbe point. 

Tbrcngfa a long Ufie and wide range of oseful- 
ness his energy and blAdishment of character 
were ' apprtc Able. In a very rare de- 
gree be ccmbined the most sterling 'lualities 
aud AUilntes of human excellence. In the 
legislative councils of tbe CommonweAtb, at 
tbe fav, on the bench, in tbe ebureb, the home 
and sociA circles — ^In A! be cxerciiel a pcc.i- 
Imrly marked and potent influence. 

At tbe time of his death he held the cflice of 
Preeialng Judge of Barren county, a position 
v’bidi be filled with singular ability. He was 
also, at the time of bis deAh. we bdievA Pre^i- 
dent of tbe Borreu Coenty Blanch KAlroad 
CVHnpr.ijy. 

In the death of Judge Evans the public has 
sustained a !om that will be long and pAAuliy 
felt. His iamlly baa experienced a bereave- 
ment tor whicb tbe warm and liv Ay sympa- 
thies tf tbe entire community in whicb be was 
so highly appreciated, and the soothings of an 
uDciooded faith can supply tbe only earthly 
compicnfa tkin.

AhTim lAi. iNcruAiiosi — M. Dabry. French 
Consul A Han Keoo, In China, has just pub- 
IL-hed an interesting paper in the Balleiln de la 
Soclete d'Aciimatation on the proceas emnloyel 
by the Chinese in batching eggs artific'ia'lly. 
The places where this trade is practiced are 
cAled Pao-jang; each consists A a mnd hut, 
three yards in height exclusive of the roof 
made of tiAs; the inside of the hut measures 
tight by fonr, and its entrance is situated due 
west; tbe northeast wind is i rovided agai'st by 
a layer A straw applied to tbe wall, the door 's 
made of planks, and measures one > arc! by two. 
Light is edmiticd through four riertures in tbe 
roof. Within there are eighteen brick stoves, 
two feet and a half high, along tbe wail and 
ck se to each ether. E ich of these stoves sup- 
ports a large earthenware di'h, sunk into the 
1‘ilckworlt and just above the tiic place: and 
li:side this dl'h toere is a basket of nearly the 
K'Uie sbai>e, resting on a laver of ashes about 
two inches and a half deep, ’ll L iu this bosket 
tLe eggs to be hatched, 1 Z'.'O in number, are 
arrarged in three lavers, and the whole 
covered with a cane lid about half an Inch 
thick. Nine of the stoves are lighted at a 
time, hut oAy eight have eggs, the ninth 
being intended to regulate the temperature 
< 1 the room, which must be maintained the 
same throughout. The combustible emplo' ed 
U charcoal and the tem|>erature in the basket 
never exceeds :;?( degrees centigrade. The eggs 
.•>rc shifted lire limes in the course A tweiiiy- 
four hours, viz: lour times during tbe day and 
once during the night, the upper layi r going 
to the bottom, and the bottom becomiag the 

m. ddle one. On the fifth day a smAl bole is 
pierced through tbe door, and by tbe itencil of 
light I'enetrating Uirongh it. each egg is exam- 
ined in order to a.'certain wbicli of them are in 
course ol incubation. On the twelfth day the 
eggs are taken out of the baskets aud arranged 
on sLclves above tbe stoves, provided with 
layers of straw two inches thick, and mats over 
them. Upon these the ^gs are laid with a 
cotten quilt nearly three inches thick between 
each layer, and another quilt just above, the 
whole being well secreted by means of a thick 
straw rope to prevent the air from getting to 
tbe eggs, which are regularly shifted as before, 
five times a day. As soon as' the eggs are taken 
ont fiom tbe biukets, tbe fires are put out ic 
tbe stoves which have lieen used; tbe nine other 
stoves are lighted, and the process recom- 
mences with a new batch of eggs. On tbe 
twenty-first tbe former lA is hatched, yielding 
about seven Lnndrcd chicks for every one 
thousand eggs. Every egg is paid six sapek', 
acd each chicken oldained is sold for fourteen; 
the sai>ek being IDotb part ot a tianc.

FirsL Was there harinonv in the national 
Capitol, and espedally were the two greateit 
siatunien Uieicin, President Johnson and Sec- 
I clary Seward, united in regard to the polfcv 
being pursued by the Chief Executive, both .w 
regaided the Internal and foreign rriau'ons (V 
this there srems to be no doubt. And not onlv 
d(«6 the most cordial and social Intimacy exi't 
Telwien these cniinert men. buttheeniire cabi- 
Dci Itfing ifeviewid by the speaker, were uni- 
ver.s.illy indotsed. Tbia U a most hopeful sign 
Under' these cirenmstanees, and after mature 
delilieratioij, one is led to believe that the voice 
otPtcretary Sewaid is the voice of iheenil.e 
cabimt. 

Second. The distingu'sbed Secretary A State 
in speaking of tbe views of the Prudent in 
regard to our foreign relations, stated that be 
(tbe Preiident) had not lust sight of this im- 
portant Interest, and he expected to see repub- 
lican institutions, wherever they have hereto- 
fore l>een established thronghont tbe Ainerican 
Continent, sinedily vindicated, renewed, and 
irvlgorated. 

This is the most implicit and positive oUicial 
statement in regard to the views A the OoTern- 
ir.ent on the Mexican question that has vet 
emanated from any source worthy of credit. 
Of course Mr. Seward aims directly at the .\Iax- 
imilian dy nasty, now e&ubliihed on iba soil of 
our Mster repu blic. The claim of Maximilian was 
established in fraud, and he only reigns by the 
liloral use of tbe bayonet. When the scheming 
Naiioleon got his ravenous eyes on Mexico, he 
well knew when and waited 'for the auspicioas 
D oment to realize bis ambition. The peop e of 
ll.e United States engaged in a girantlc civil 
war, the Emi'cror saw at a glance our national 
embarrapsments, and. taking advantag.y thereof, 
landed French troops in Mexico. It was a 
daring stride toward establishing monarchical 
government on the western continent, and no 
other Euroiean ruler than the present arbiter 
of Euroiie’s destiuy would have ever dFeamcd 
of, much less executed, so matvelous a movo- 
nunt— a iiuvenieiit that spit upon, iasnitej, 
ard derided tbe famona Monroe doctrine. 

If Republican institutions are to be liodl- 
cattd, iivived. and reinvigorated, os theS^re- 
fory save, tbe people Would like to know how 
BT-d in what manner? Will it be throug'i the 
fiirnicq cl yvar. or tic tului dictates of su'es- 
mci ship. Perhaps we will fl-.oil the land of 
the Montez’iimis with the “thrifty, intelligent, 
niid go-vtcad Yankte.%" aud by that means 
beget a poi'nlation Inimical to 'M iximllian’s 
intcrtsDand fovoratile torfpablicauicstitntims. 
Hut if we are to ret'opulate the S. JiUhcrn ?t-zttes, 
Mexico, and Brazil (all of which we arc at- 
teropting to do), why that portion of the .Amer- 
ican republic iuhcl.ited bv the so-ctile l Yan- 
kif 8 w ill ll.'elf be dejiorulated. So thb scheme 
carnet euccced. 

The conclusion is then that .Veurimituia muH 
he ilrii-tn frun Mr.r',co atlh> p'nnt of th’ bjyon l. 
He will never leave Mexico voluntarily. The 
prize is too rich. And every day Maitmillan 
leniains on the American Continent as a ruler 
ill Mexico, he gives bo;)C8 the monarchies of 
Europe, and thus increases his own strength bv 
g'.lning tbeir confidence -And too every d.vv 
of bis triumphant rule in Mexico is an in'ult to 
tie fJoverctnent ol the United States. F.ir he 
reme ard planted his banners there when the 
I ai ion's heart was filled with the agonies of 
civil war, planted them upon .Mexican soil 
pgs'nst the wishes and the will of the Mexican 
people. I »ur pride as a people and onr nationA 
he nor i» bidow par cn the .Mexican question.

Governor Murphy writes; Our State is a pic- 
ture of desolation, and the majority of the peo- 
ple reduced to poyerty. 

The Rev. Mr. Springer. Post Chaplain at Fort 
Smith, says that twenty seven hundred des*ti- 
lute people, mostly women and children, are 
drawing rations at that poiA, and all of them 
sadly in need of clothing. 

Certainly the destitution here mode known 
appeals to every generous heart It is sad to ' 
tilnk that in a country like ours our own peo- 
ple ninst be the victims of starvation. How 
m;;ry there are who may read this paragraph 
who' could well afford to contribute a little 
somtlhitg to so glorious a ca'isc. .And will 
you not do It?

It lepieacBted taelf and the 
only— the very Id low* who made the debts, 
and who now coolly ask the people whom they 
mbiepMBMied and epon whom they brought 
dlic daetructloc to pay them. That which was 
begun in a vfUaiDone end violent usurpation of 
the rigbtsof the people was cooUaned by rio- 
leaoe and brute force. Who authorised the 
Infamoue ooaecriptlon laws of the Hiefamond 
oUgarcky? Were they submitlod to tbe people? 
Did the people approve of them? Would the 
peojAt have SBad up the ranks of the Richmond 
amtos volnntarily, think yon? If so, why 
were thoae conaeriptlon laws resorted to? W'e 
need not ask tbe question of any intelligent 
Southein man. Every such man knows that 
those armlee would h-v have been filled with- 
out thoee Dieobaian laws which dragged 
nor from their homes and businam and 
toced them into the aarvioe of the Rich- 
mobd despotism, and that, wbboul such 
re-eLforcement, the war would have coma 
to an end from shew Inanition, want of 
men to carry b on, long before b reached the 
tremendous proportions which b eubsequenUy 
assumed. After tbe first f-tshes were over, 
when the people of the South began to taste in 
esraatt the Ibiemerr of war, whan to leaders 
began to ahoot men by the score for refusing 
longer to rustain b, if the question of contract- 
ing debu to cany U m had been submiUed to 
the votcia of the respective Souihern Suter, 
and they bad been left perfectly bee to decide 
epon b. does any mu in bis senses suppose 
that they would bare authorimd the measure or ■ 
would nave sostainad ii? Tbe aubsequent I 
actlce of the iggtslaruroe in assuming or guai- 
toring the payment of the Confederate debt was 
rimply a part of the same s^ stem of force and 
kerror that brongfat on the war at firtt. Toe 
people never ratified that action. They could 
wot do b. There were no voting people left 
out of the armies except tbe office-holders to 
ratify or igject anything, and the oligarchy 
woold not have aubmbted uythiag to them tf 
there had been. 

Tbe Sonthern people never antboriaed tbe 
debts in qnmUrei. never indorsed them, never 
pledged their honor to pay them, never ought 
to pay them, and never will pay tbem. Tbe 
only persona whoae honor k ao pledged are tbe I 
erho bteegbt on the wai . They oer- 
lamly netot to poy the •■ C on f ede r ate loan.’’ le- 
Aecm the “Ooiiiedsretc carrency,'’ and com- 
pnwalT everybody vrho bee been ruined or lost 
money by the Ooniiderate vrar! Walk up, gen- i 
tlemen, walk ep to the eaptsis’a office and ! 



Sontbera Stated, or refuse civil rigbu and self- 
gr.vernmest to the Sonthern people, or insi-t 
upon kne|»iPg up miiUaty u ovenuaents in those 
Sutss TiUd thus entsil a heavy ud needless ex- 
pense npon tbe national government, and pre- 
vent the growth of those fraternal feelings and 
•cckl ud political ligaments which were once 
in tbe earlier ud better days of the Heimblic, 
and may be again, ao potent in bindiog it to- 
gether end makliiu b indeed one coaetrv.

«rWe do not donbt that Jeff O ;vis will bs 
tried for treason, and that, too, before a civil tri- 
bnaiiL Presideni Johnson etrocgly intimated ibU 
much in his late interview with eome South 
Carolina delegatee who [>etbioned him to p-u-- 
don tbe rebel ex- President. Pre^^ident Johnson, 
though purvuing a magnanimous [oUcy toward 
tbe [•eopte of the South, is inclined to test the 
merits of secession in the coarts of the country. 
M'e hardly think that Chief Justice Choae would 
be competent to try Mr. Davis. His legal 
opiiiioBS ex[>iessed year» a^o would render the 
I conviction of Dark by him uUerlr inconsistent 
I with bis [tast decisions. A namber of years 
age, in a fugitive slave case at Oberlin, O., he 
decided that the State court should take the 
fugitive from the Federal oflieere, and he 
called upon tbe Governor to put forward the 
militia to enforce the order of the court.

Sharkey and J. L. Alcorn. They have been 
liia-iong opponents of nullification aad eeces- 
rion aad frieads of an undivided Republic. 

i ^•Maximilian, believing, at k seems, that 
Juarez Itod lied from Mexican soil, though he 
was eimidy traneferring hk seat of power from 
(^Umahoa to Pas del Norte, recently published 
e ifcMo- in vrbicb he declene the struggle 
betvrcen hlmeelf and tbe Republican party of 
ys»Tiiv< to be decided In favor of tbe Empire. 
He asserts that beaoeforward the conflict vrill 
be te “honorable men of tbe nation 

and criminal bands of adventurers.’’ He Mt- 
sko ksned a decree announcing that all armed 
bands not legaUy antborlzed, if captured, ahaU 
be tried by military commiseion, and, if gniitr, 
speedily executed. Thus Max bae declared 
pretty much of a war of ectermlaation against 
I tke Mexican Liberals.

Individuala die. So natioue die. It is as idle 
to assume immortality for a pwple, as for indl- 
viduak that make up tbe nation. Bat as tbe 
laws of health may be so etudied and obeved 
as to promote loni^vitv. so the lessons of His- 
tory and tbe laws at Nature mav be so loaraed 
and applied as to secure national pros{>erity, 
progreee, and length of days, though it oe im- 
poskible to predirt ImniorialUv in a world of 
Evacescecce and Decay. 

Tbe anthor of this work first ronsider> tbe 
Icfloenoe of Climate, then the Effects of Emi- 
gretion; tbe Political Foree of Ideas, and the 
Natural Conive of National Development.

Bat we have lime and space only to indicate

Inventions, Travel. Ednration, Tbeuries o(

loeopfay Natural and Mental, nniU the writer 
rcacbes the conclusions that the future of 
America k to be made glorious by tbe iulelli- 
gcnce of its people; that old nations have t kJ 
tbe governing principle of morak acd have 
failul, and it now remains for us to work O'jt 
the grand result of self- government by the force 
cl ii.tellect alone. “For more than a thousand 
>ea:stbe monU system has been tried in Ku- 
rt pe.” says Dr. Draper, and it has prov;.>d a to- 
tal failure. “Men are better in pr portion as 
t'.sy are wiser,” adds the anthor, and on this 
tusi.- be builds bk argument for the highest in- 
teiltctnal ctilightcnment of the [>e)ple, as the 
cr.e cocuition of peri>clnal progr^ in the up- 
w c! d march of the nation. 

A conclU'lon reached by such 1 ib'»rious steps 
ard tonified by such an array of fact*, argu- 
ments, and analogies a* delight tbe imnglnation 
while they ovetwhelm the uo'lerstanding, we 
wr.uld call in question only with the greatest 
nsiectand dilli'<ei:i'e. But we do notiiad in 
the book a sufficient recognition of moral 
forces, the viul zing clement in national as 
well as in social p'Ogress. While wo meet with 
sn occasional alinsiun to the “Bovereign Ckin- 
siructor of tee Universe,” the iheorv is that, 
having made tbe machine and wound it up it 
goes on under the control of an inexorable 
law, the Maker having retired from the man- 
agement of tbe concern. At the commencement 
ot organization, we are here taught, the forms 
are mere automatons. By a graonal unfolding 
ol btiuctuie. Instinct k *snperimpo.-ed on au- 
tomata.- tu. Then Instinct unfolds itself into la- 
telligcnie. Tne en ire otject and end of a'l 
these tieje is to develop lateliect. It 
k also Ike end of all p.jllUcal instltu- 
tinns to improve the Intellect. Now we 
cetd not say that tbe CohsUan pbliusopher 
rr-jecls this aevclopment theory as exc'uJing 
6u«l from Ilk own creition, bec.tu<e it over- 
looks the ernatant necessity ot 6U|>eroatural in- 
flntnoc In producing changes ot daily occur- 
rence. Tte Christian philosopher (we nse tbe 
word in distinction from tbe natural philoso- 
pher) believes that an act of divine power is as 
erseniial to give instinct to an automaton as to 
give exktence to a stone or a star; that no de- 
gree of cnliure and no length of lime can de- 
velop tbe inatinct ot a monkey into the reason 
of a man. That Dr. Draper substitutes late in 
tbe room of a present God we infer from the 
whole tone of nk argument, and we find U dis- 
tinctly shown in such a sentence as tbk: 

“No lonm do our cbnrchse resonnd with i 
prayers against tbe baleful infloences of comets, 
thcbgh there still Unger in some of onr noble 
old I ituals, forms of snppUcatlon for dry weather 
and rain, u.selees, but nut onpleasing' rcmlnis- 
oecces of the past.” 

Be U en tells ns that the apothecary no longer 
says prayers over his mortar for a divine affl vtus 
to'bis drnga “Who goes non to a saint shrine 
to be in ed?” * These delusiuns,” he says, 
“tave vanh-hed.” “We have come to the con- 
clusion that the whole from the beginning to 
tbe end wa^ a deception.” And so it was a de- 
ception, ii the tbeoiy of Dr. Draper and hk 
scboi 1 k tree. If pray en for rain are, a« he 
savs, “useless,” and tbe laws of meteorohogy 
a:e eo nnchangeable that even the God who 
holds tbe winds in bis fists mr.y not let them 
loc-se when he pleases, then all ’“prayers” are 
nseltss, for tbe taws of iii’nd are not less fixed 
than tbe laws of matter, and all events are so 
snt jetted to tbe crndltions ol existence that 
sickness acd kealth, war and peace, victory 
acd defeat, drought r.nd rain, prosperity anil 
adversity, life and death, heaven aad beU 
are to ' be our lot and portioa, whether 
we pray or not, according to tbe law 
rd cur being which tbe analogies of his- 
tory develop to the cognizance of the phi- ' 
losopbical observer. We reject this theorr. If 
we held ig we would be materialists at once 
We do cot pretend to be able to ezi>oand the 
nlaiions snoskting between the Ficite and the 
Infinite, so aa to say how the praver ol the 
Crcatcre seenns through a divine Mediator, a 
blessing, natural or splritnal. which would not 
be bis bad he not prayed for it. But we accept 
by faith the fact and the duty as revealed ia the 
« U1 of the Icfinite. Tne history of tbe wmld 
frem its Citation to the present hour, in more 
instances than Dr. Draper cites to Ulustrate h'is 
law, coefums our faith that the effectual fer- 
vent praver of a righteous man avoiieth much 
with God: that there k no law of storms so 
Persian that prayer may not change its opera- 
lior: that even the destinies of nations, the 
thock of arms, and the fate of souls in an in- 
finite fnture may be ioflaenced by the moral 
feelings, the faith, the prayers of good men, in 
tlik Utilie I lanet governed by an AU-wise and 
Omniiiotent Creator. 

It k onr purpose tojecur to this volume, not- 
ing other points to which we are compeUed to 
uke exception, in the midst of so much tliat 
we read with wonder and admiration. The 
book k pnblkbed by tbe Harpers, an elegant 
vulnme, a luxury of tbe press.

Mrs. Griffirg represents a fsarful mortality ex- 
l‘lirg among them, the (Juartermaster's d'-pai t- 
meti Laving issued, dnriug the hot weather, 
an average erf eighty coffins pa week. Sue 
says that ibeie can be no doubt tbat the sani- 
tary conditibn of most of the poorest class i-ju- 
dnees much to the fearful mortality among 
them, as they are compelled to breathe a very 
in pure air witbiu and a stench from without. 
Tbe remains are often covered with vermin 
after death. It is the opinion prevailing among 
cloee olservers that three fonrlbs of these 
children die from neglect and want. In one 
family of a soldia who lost bis life in battle, 
five out of ten of hU children have died since 
March. 18<>5, from the above causes. In another 
csiie, three ont of seven children of a soldier 
drafted in Dcceml«r last, have starved to death 
within tbe last three weeks. Tbe mothers in both 
cases were prcsiraied with sickness, ud all their 
supplies were suddenly and entirely cut off. 
In tbe same square, mothers, sons, wives and 
children ot soldias, still in tbe Government 
savice as regnlar United States troops, are 
suffaing for the ncce.*saticj of life, knowing 
DbfMug more of their men, they say, than that 
when they are dead they don't e-ome home. 
Near these lives another soldier's wile, having 
four children, who, as be says, were starved ont 
in Fiedc'kk, Maryland.
